REMARKS 

The present application has been deemed abandoned by the Patent and Trademark Office 
on the basis that Applicant's May 17, 2007 Response to the Notice to Comply mailed by the 
Patent and Trademark Office on April 17, 2007 was not fully responsive in that the computer 
readable form of the Sequence Listing, which was submitted on a CD along with the May 17, 
2007 Response, was not saved in American Standard Code for Information Interchange 
("ASCII") text format. A copy of the CRF Problem Report is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 
Therefore, after the final date to respond had expired, the Examiner abandoned the application. 
Applicant respectfully disagrees as to the sufficiency of the Response dated May 17, 2007. 

Applicant submits that the Sequence Listing stored on the CD, submitted along with the 
Response dated May 17, 2007, was indeed saved in ASCII text format. In support thereof, 
Applicant has attached as Exhibit B, a duplicate CD storing a copy of the Sequence Listing in 
ASCII text format, which was previously submitted with the Response dated May 17, 2007. 
The duplicate CD was neither modified nor amended to conform to the CRF Problem Report, 
which is evidenced by the fact that the Sequence Listing stored in the duplicate CD: (1) was last 
modified on May 16, 2007 — the same time the original CD was made; and (2) is indeed in 
ASCII text format. Applicant further states that the Sequence Listing information recorded in 
the attached duplicate CD is identical to the written Sequence Listing submitted back in May 17, 
2007. As such, Applicant submits that the Response dated May 17, 2007 and the associated 
submissions therewith comply with the Notice of Comply mailed April 17, 2007. 

If, however, the Petitions Office deems a petition fee is necessary in light of the facts 
presented above, Applicant hereby authorizes withdrawal of such fee from deposit account 
number 50-0545. 
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In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests the withdrawal of the holding of 



abandonment, and subsequent revival of the present application
